Report of Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal, Consisting of Hon’ble Mr. Justice N. G. Nandi, Judge, 

High Court of Delhi 

The Government of India in exercise of the powers, conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention), Act, 1967 (37 of 1967) [hereinafter referred to as “the Act”] declared the National Socialist 
Council of Nagaland [hereinafter referred to as “NSCN”] including all its factions, wings and front organisations to be 
unlawful association. 

2. The Central Government came to the conclusion that the aforesaid organisations were unlawful on the 
grounds : (1) associations having declared its policy objectives the secession of the Naga inhabited areas a part of the 
territory of India, from India, (2) engaging in unlawful activities which are prejudicial to the sovereignty and integrity of 
India, (3) in pursuance of its aims and objectives had been engaged in several unlawful and violent activities during the 
period when it bad been declared as unlawful association, thereby undermining the authority of the Government and 
spreading terror and violence among the people for achieving its objectives. 

3. The Government of India is also of the opinion that the violent and unlawful activity include :— 

(a) extortion of funds and collection of illegal tax from the public including businessmen, traders and 
Government officials in Nagaland; 

(b) maintaining and fiirther strengthening links with the other North-East insurgent groups like the United 
Liberation Front of Assam, Bodo Militants, Meitei, Tripura and Khasi extremist groups and extending 
support to them; 

(c) maintaining sanctuaries, safe havens and training camps in the neighbouring countries; 

(d) procuring large number of arms and ammunition, including sophisticated ones, through clandestine or 
illegal channels abroad and inducting them secretly into Manipur and Nagaland through some neighbouring 
countries; 

(e) utilising international fora like theUnited Nations Commission on Human Rights, the Working Group on 
Indigenous Peoples etc., for anti-India propaganda abroad; 

(f) extending active support to Naga villagers for causing and fomenting communal clashes between the 
Naga and Kuki tribals in Manipur and Nagaland. 

4. The Central Government, on the basis of aforesaid grounds was of the opinion that the aforesaid activities of 
NSCN were detrimental to the sovereignty and integrity of India. Vide Notification S.O. 1131(E) dated 19-12-2000, 
Government of India, Ministry of Home Affairs, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 5 of the 
Act constituted this Tribunal for the purpose of adjudicating whether or not there was sufficient ground foi > declaring 
NSCN including all its factions, wings and front organisations as unlawful associations and made reference under the 
provisions of Section 4(1) of the Act to this Tribunal. 

5. This Tribunal, by order dated 19-1-2001 in pursuance of provisions of Section 4(2) of the Act had directed 
issue of notice to NSCN to show cause in writing. The Tribunal had also directed that the notices shall be served through 
publication in daily national and local newspapers circulated and published in Nagaland as well as by broadcasting on 
radio and television. Notices were also directed to be served by pasting the same on the Notice Board of each District 
Magistrate, Tehsildar at the Headquarters of the District or Tehsil, wherever possible. The service report was also directed 
to be filed in the Office of the Registrar of this Tribunal within two weeks thereafter, duly supported by affidavits of the 
concerned officials who effected the service along with supporting documents. 

The Central Government filed Mark-A the affidavit of service of notification and notices issued by the Tribunal 
sworn in by Shri Ram Phal, Under Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of Home Affairs along with Annexures 
1 to 10, which was taken on record. Thereafter, the Government of Nagaland “and the Union of India were directed to file 
affidavits by way of evidence within three weeks along with the copies of the relevant documents. The counsel for Union 
of India as well as the counsel for the State of Nagaland stated that since most of the officers, whose oral evidence has to 
be recorded, are in Nagaland, necessary date/dates for recording of the evidence be fixed at Dimapur, Nagaland, preferably 
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in the month of April 2001. Accordingly, the next sitting of the Tribunal was fixed at Dimapur, Nagaland on 20th and 21st 
April, 2001 for recording of the evidence in the matter Thereafter, the Government of Nagaland and Union of India were 
directed to file affidavits by way of evidence along with copies of relevant documents before the next date of hearing. 

6. From the material placed on record as well as the report filed by the Registrar of the Tribunal, the Tribunal is 
satisfied that the notices have been duly served on NSCN as per the directions prescribed under Rule 6 of the Act. No 
person for and on behalf of the NSCN or any of its wings/factions has put in appearance nor any cause has been shown in 
response to the notice. Mr. U. Hazarika, Advocate appeared for the Union of India and Mr. Kailash Vasudeva, Senior 
Advocate with Mr. Sanjay K. Shandilya, Mr. Devadatta Kamat and Mr. A. B. Bhullar, Advocates appeared for the State 
ofNagaland. 

7. It is suggested from the resume filed by the Ministry of Home Affairs (NE Division) that the NSCN and all its 
factions and units were first declared as “unlawful associations" under the Act for a period of two years w.e.f. 27-11-1994. 
This was subsequently renewed twice for further periods of two years each. The last notification issued on 27-11-1998 
was to expire on 26-11-2000. It was, therefore, necessary to arrive at a decision regarding further extension of the ban 
before the date. It is fiirther suggested from the resume that all the factions of NSCN have continued to be banned for a 
period of six years now. It is not necessary for this Tribunal to go into the history of NSCN. To know the aims and 
objectives of these organisations and their past activities, it would be sufficient to refer back to the year 1994 when the 
NSCN and all its factions and units were first declared unlawful associations for a period of two years w.e.f. 27-11-1994, 
which ban was extended for a period of six years by now. The ground on which the NSCN and its factions and units were 
declared unlawful associations and the ban extended for a period of six years, were; 

(i) both the factions of the NSCN continue to have Constitutions which specifically speak of secession of the 
Naga inhabited areas from India a their ultimate objective; 

(ii) since its formation, the NSCN has been responsible for a large number of violent incidents, looting of arms 
and ammunition from the Army and Police personnels in which a large number of Army/Police personnels 
and civilians have lost their lives; 

(iii) both the factions of NSCN continue to resort to extortions and illegal tax collections for procurement of 
arms and ammuni tion as also for maintaining its leaders and cadres; 

(iv) both the factions have also sought to play a pivotal role in providing inspiration and support to other 
insurgent groups in the North-East. Both NSCN (IM) and NSCN(K) reportedly have links with the United 
Liberation Front of Assam (ULFA) while NSCN(IM) maintains links with Meitei extremists groups of 
Manipur like the People's Liberation Army (PLA) and the United National Liberation Front (UNLFj 
which is active in the valley areas of Manipur, the NSCN(K) has also established links with one faction of 
the UNLF. The NSCN(IM) has also succeeded in forging close links with - the Bodo, Khasi and Tripura 
tribal extremist groups. 

(v) Both factions of NSCN maintain their bases in neighbouring countries. While the NSCN(K) operates from 
its headquarters in neighbouring Myanmar, the NSCN(IM) is known to have sanctuaries and training 
camps in Bangladesh. Following the installation of Awami League Government led by Sheikh Hasina 
Wajcd, the Indian insurgent groups including the NSCN (IM) have been forced to vacate many of their 
camps in Bangladesh. Nevertheless, Bangaldesh continues to be a sanctuary for the various North Eastern 
Militant groups including the NSCN (IM). 

(vi) The NSCN (IM) has also been involved in the Kuki-Naga ethnic conflict which started around 1992 and 
reached a peak in 1993. Although violent incidents resulting from the Kuki-Naga ethnic conflict have 
shown a downward trend since 1995, sporadic incidents in remote areas continue to occur causing lose of 
lives and property. 

(vii) both factions of NSCN continue to procure illegal arms and ammunition. These are cither being purchased 
from illegal arms merchants abroad and smuggled into the country or are being snatched from various 
security forces. Such activities clearly establish the international linkages of the NSCN (IM). 

(viii) the NSCN (IM), which had managed to secure membership of the Un-represented Nations and Peoples 
Organisation (UNPO), an influential international Non-Government Organisation based at Hague, has 
been utilising the UNPO for gaining access to other international fora like.the U N.Commission on Human 
Rights, the U.N. Working Group on Indigenous Peoples and the U.N.Sub-Commission on Prevention of 
Obscrimination against Minorities. The NSCN(IM) leaders have, through the good offices of the UNPO, 
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succeeded in addressing meetings of these international bodies. In their speech, the NSCN (IM) leaders 
have criticised the Government of India and launched vituperative attack against the Indian Security Forces 
alleging violation of human rights and colonisation of the Naga inhabited area. 

(ix) NSCN(IM) has also been helping other North Eastern insurgent groups in obtaining membership of the 
UNPO, Applications from the National Liberation Front of Tripura (NLFT) and the All Tripura Tiger 
Force (ATTF) of Tripura for membership of the UNPO have been actively sponsored by the NSCN (IM). 

The Notifications under Section 3(1) of the Act, issued from time to time were confirmed by the concerned 
Tribunals, as pointed out above and the NSCN with all its factions and wings continued to be declared as unlawful 
association since 1994 AND the Central Govt, issued notification dated 27-11-2000 under Section 3(1) of the Act again 
declaring the NSCN, including all its factions, wings and front organisations as unlawful associations. It is this notification 
Ex.PW-1/1, which has been referred to this Tribunal for adjudicating whether on the basis of the material on record, there 
was sufficient cause for declaring NSCN with all its factions and wings as unlawful association. 

On the basis of the Notification dated 27-11-2000 by the Government of India, Ministry of Home Affairs, North- 
East Division, following questions arise for consideration :— 

1. Whether on the basis of the material on record there was sufficient ground for declaring the NSCN, including 
all its factions, wings and front organisations as unlawful associations? 

2. Whether the Government of India was justified in declaring their activities as unlawful vide Notification 
dated 27.11.2000, issued in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary dated 19-12-2000? 

8. On 20.4.2001 the Union of India examined Mr. Ramphal, Under Secretary, Govt of India, Ministry of Home 
Affairs (P W. 1), who tendered in evidence his affidavit by way of evidence as Ex.PW-1/2 and also examined Mr. C. Kikon, 
Inspector General of Police (Intelligence) Nagaland (P.W.2), who produced the report Ex.PW-2/1, Mr. Amardccp Singh 
Bhatia, Deputy Commissioner of Dimapur, Nagaland (P.W. 3) and Mr P F Zeliang, Superintendent of Police, Dimapur, 
Nagaland (P.W.4). None remained present/appear for and on behalf of the NSCN before the tribunal on the date of 
hearing and the evidence of P. W.I, P.W.2, P.W.3 and P.W.4 remains unchallenged. 

9. From the above material placed on record, it is manifestly clear that both the factions of NSCN i e. NSCN 
(I/M) and NSCN (K) have openly declared their objective of formation of independent sovereign country, comprising 
Naga inhabited area, i.e. the Federal State of Nagaland by bringing about secession of the Naga inhabited area presently 
the State of Nagaland from the territory of India. From the evidence on record, it is clear that these organizations and the 
individuals connected with them have been resorting to violent incidents, looting of arms and ammunition from the Army 
and Police personnels and that large number of Army and Police personnels have lost their lives It is also suggested from 
the material on record that both the factions of NSCN continued to resort to extortion and illegal tax collections for 
procurement of arms and ammunitions and for maintaining the leaders and. cadres of the respective factions. As pointed 
out above, the evidence also discloses that both the factions have been collecting tax from the shopkeepers and the other 
citizens including the business organizations like Indian Oil Corporation and number of cases of extortion are being 
reported. The taxes arc also demanded from the government employees, particularly, heads of Departments by both the 
factions to the extent of 25% of their salary The evidence also reveals that in the incident of 19-11-1999. the Chief 
Minister of the State of Nagaland was ambushed by NSCN (I/M) faction at Kohima-Dimapur Road at National Highway 
No.39 and in this ambush two police jawans were killed. It is also disclosed from the evidence that both the factions i e. 
NSCN (I/M) and NSCN (K) try to establish supremacy over each other by resorting to violence and in the incident of 
12-2-2001, one Vikeshe Serna of Village Kehokhu of Dimapur District, belonging to NSCN (K) faction was abducted by 
the NSCN (I/M) faction and was shot dead on the same day at Dimapur Stadium. The evidence also discloses that in the 
incident of 18-8-2000, the cash remittance amounting to Rs.23.00 lakhs, transmitted by Punjab & Sindh Bank to the Chest 
Branch of State Bank of India, was ambushed by NSCN (I/M) cadres and looted the whole amount and in the incident, one 
of the assailants got injured in the firing opened by the escort party at the assailants. Thus, it will be seen from the material 
on record that there have been incidents of abduction, killings, extortion, demand for tax and other demandsbv NSCN 
(I/M) and NSCN (K) which is also supported by the report Ex.PW-2/1 (containing 22 pages). 

10. The evidence on record clearly discloses that both the factions of NSCN have been targeting and terrorising 
people of Nagaland, Government employees, trade and establishments in the State, police and security forces personnels 
and have been indulging in acts of intimidation and extortion of huge funds illegally and civilian population of the area 
concerned with the nefarious objective of coercing the citizens of these areas to succumb to their unlawful activities and 
help them in achieving their object of secession of the Naga inhabited area from Union of India 
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From the evidence of P. W. 1 it is also clear that these organisations have established contacts with certain foreign 
countries enmical to India’s security interests and are having sanctuaries and training camps in the neighbouring countries 
and that the neighbouring country Bangladesh continues to be a sanctuary for the various North-Eastern militant groups 
including NSCN. It is also suggested that both, the factions also sought to play a pivotal role in providing inspiration and 
support to other insurgent groups in the North-East and both the factions NSCN (K) reportedly have links with the United 
Liberation Front of Assam (ULFA) while NSCN (I/M) maintains links with Meitei extremists groups of Mampur like the 
People’s Liberation Army (PLA) and the United National Liberation Front (UNLF) which is active in the valley areas of 
Manipur, the NSCN (K) has also established links with one faction of the UNLF; that NSCN (I/M) has also succeeded in 
forging links with the Bodo, Khasi and Tripura tribal extremist Groups; that both factions of NSCN maintain their bases 
in neighbouring countries; that NSCN (I/M) has also been involved in the Kuki-Naga ethnic conflict; that both factions of 
NSCN continue to procure illegal arms and ammunition, either being purchased from illegal arms merchants abroad and 
smuggled into the country or are being snatched from various security forces. It is further suggested from the evidence of 
P. W. 1 that NSCN (I/M), has managed to secure membership of the Un-represented Nations and Peoples Organisation 
(UNPO), an international Non-Government Organisation based at Hague and has been utilising the UNPO for gaining 
access to other international fora like the U N. Commission on Human Rights, the U N. Working Group on Indigenous 
Peoples and the U.N. Sub-Commission on Prevention of Discrimination against Minorities. The evidence also establishes 
that NSCN (I/M) leaders have, through the offices of the UNPO addressed meetings of these international bodies and in 
their speech, the NSCN (I/M) leaders have criticised the Government of India and launched vituperative attack against the 
Indian Security Forces alleging violation of human rights and colonisation of the Naga inhabited area. The evidence 
further establishes that NSCN (I/M) has also been helping other North Eastern insurgent groups in obtaining membership 
of the UNPO and that the applications from the National Liberation Front of Tripura (NLFT) and the All Tripura Tiger 
Force (A'lTF) of Tripura for membership of the UNPO have been actively sponsored by the NSCN (I/M). The evidence 
further suggests that there are number of incidents the extremists killed, extremists arrested, the security forces personnels 
killed, arms looted, arms recovered, extremists surrendered, citizens killed, kidnapping/abduction during the years 1998, 
1999 and 2000 by NSCN (I/M) and NSCN (K). The evidence at the same time also discloses that NSCN (I/M) have 
pursuant to the cease-fire, which is in force till 31-7-2001 have refrained from attacks on security forces in Nagaland 
during the cease-fire, however, the violent attacks continue to take place. Even the evidence of P. W 2 to P.W. 4 also 
discloses that the incidents of violence by both the factions of NSCN have decreased. Still, however, the incidents of 
violence are taking place. In the incidence of 29-11 -1999 the convoy of the Chief Minister of the State of Nagaland was 
ambushed by NSCN (I/M) faction at Kohima-Dimapur Road and in this ambush two police jawans were killed. 


11. Thus, it will be seen from the evidence that there is total disregard to the integration of State of Nagaland with 
Union of India pursuant to the Government of India Act, 193 5 and Indian Independence Act, 1947 The NSCN (I/M) and 
(K) arc carrying out relentless anti-Indian propaganda by addressing meetmgs, as pointed out above with a view to attain 
their objective of secession of Naga inhabited area from the Union of India and from the evidence on record, it is further 
clear that NSCN also espouses the cause of secession of other organizations referred to above and in furtherance of their 
objective, they have adopted terrorist and violent means and that the NSCN are continuing with their extremist, secessionist 
and violent activities. 


12. The reasons for the fresh notification, as set out in the said gazette notification dated 27-11-2000 by the 
Government of India, Ministry of Home Affairs, North-East Division, are :- 

(i) Continued espousal of the policy of secession of the Naga inhabited areas from India. 

(ii) Continued engagement in activities prejudicial to the sovereignty and integrity of India. 

(iii) Continued adoption of violence and terror through armed action as means for achieving objective. 

(iv) Continued large-scale killing of civilians. 

(v) High levels of extortions and illegal tax collections from the public including businessmen, traders and 
even government employees. 

(vi) Links and support to other North-East insurgent groups like the ULFA, Bodo militants, Meitei extremists, 
Tripura tribal extremist group and a Khasi extremist outfit. 

(vii) Continued maintenance of sanctuaries, safe havens and training camps in neighbouring countries, mainly 
in Bangaldesh and Myanmar. 

(viii) Procurement of large number of sophisticated arms and ammunitions through clandestine channels abroad 

and induction into Manipur and Nagaland. 
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(ix) Use of various international fora for mobilising support for self-determination for the Nagas with the 
ultimate objective of separating the Nagas inhabited areas from India. 

(x) Active involvement in causing and fomenting communal clashes between the Nagas and other tribes in the 
North Eastern States. 

The additional justifications for continued ban on NSCN (IM) are: 

(i) While NSCN (IM) has refrained from carrying out attacks on security forces during the Cease Fire period, 
its cadres have been engaged in propaganda offensive against the NSCN (K). 

(ii) They continue to resort to massive mobilisation of funds by unlawful tax collections, extortion and even 
kidnapping/abduction for ransom. 

(iii) The procurement of arms by the NSCN (IM) has also been continuing. 

(iv) The absence of operations against NSCN (IM) by security forces have also enabled the outfit to consolidate 
its position by recruitment and by gaining foothold in areas hitherto under the influence of its rival factions 
including the NSCN (K). 

(v) The constitution of NSCN (IM) still has in its character creation of a sovereign Nagaland and also armed 
struggle to achieve its means. In view of this, it is essential that the ban on NSCN (IM) should continue 
inspite of the ongoing peace talks and the ceasefire. 

(v) This would also be a negotiating point at a time when the NSCN give up their demand for sovereignty and 
agree to a solution within the framework of the Constitution of India. 

13. From the unchallenged evidence of P. Ws. 1 to 4 and the report Ex.PW-2/1, it is abundantly clear that there 
have been continuous acts of violence and attacks by armed groups and members of NSCN (IM) and (K) on the civilian 
population as well as on the security personnels, persistent demand to procure secession, secession of Naga inhabited area 
from Union of India with the object of creating an independent sovereign State of Naga inhabited area over the years, 
indulgence in unlawful activities and there is nothing, except the decrease in violent acts to indicate any change in the 
main aims and objectives of NSCN (IM) and (K) during the relevant period. There is no let off in their activities of 
extortion, acquisition of arms and ammunition, setting up of training camps in neighbouring countries and their appeal 
and their endeavour to inertase the strength of the organization. The Central Government has produced sufficient material 
and documents through P.Ws. 1 to 4 to show that there was sufficient cause for declaring NSCN (IM) and (K) to be 
unlawful having considered all the materials placed on record, evidence and the documents produced on behalf of the 
Central Government, I am satisfied that the grounds stated in the Notification dated 27-11-2000 do exist although acts of 
violence have decreased during the last few months. Nevertheless, not only the acts of violence still continue but their 
main objective of secession of Naga inhabited area from Union of India also subsists and in order to achieve this aim and 
objective, the indulgence in unlawful and anti-national activities continue. Evidently, there is no change in the aims and 
objectives of NSCN (IM) and NSCN (K) of forming an independent Sovereign Naga State and they are resorting to 
violent activities in pursuance to and furtherance of their objective. 

18. Therefore, on appreciation of the evidence and material placed on record, I have no hesitation in holding the 
and NSCN (K) to be the unlawful associations. The declaration made by the Central Government vide 
S.O. 1052 (E) dated 27-11-2000 issued under sub-Section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
Act, 1967 is hereby confirmed.
